Electrically operated barn cleaners 


have moved from the novelty to the 
practical stage. Approximately 7,500 
of them now are in use and estimates 
are that this number will increase to 
ever 15,000 during the next five years. 
There are at least four different 


conventional models on the market 
One *f the two straight pull-out 
cleaners has a double chain conveyor 
which moves scrapers along the gut- 
ter. Manure is dragged out of the end 
of flie pan, up an incline and dumped 
into a spreader. Aa arrangement of 
cables pulls the conveyor back into 
Qte ban. Another straight line cleaner 
has a reciprocating rod and scraper 
action. As the rod moves forward the 
set'speii posh the manure toward the 
end Of the bam. On the backward 
stroke, fbe scrapers fold against the 
rod and are ready tor another for- 
ward thrust. This forward and back- 
ward motion continues antil the gut- 


deposited in a pit or in a corner of 
the barn where a separate conveyor 
automatically elevates it out ef the 
building and into a waiting spreader. 


A less costly, but more labor- 


eonsmning cleaner, employs the use 
of a long-handled scraper. The scraper 
is pulled along the gutter by motor- 
operated cables, but must be guided 
by hand.

Despite His Election Sweep, 
Peron Sits in a Shaky Seat 


Juan Peron, riding the crest of a 2 to 1 election major- 


ity, may be able to contend honestly that Argentina's recent 
voting was really fair. But that was all part of the plot: 
the rigging was done in advance. 


Every dictator yearns for respectability, and Peron is no 


exception. He would like the world to believe he is actually 
the choice of his people. Perhaps he is, but this election 
did not prove it. 
! 
For the dictator who resorts to the forms of democracy 


to enhance his stature, still finds it necessary to eliminate 
the inherent risks of the democratic method. Peron took 
care ot that aspect of his problem nicely. 


First of all, he held tight rule over press and radio, ef- 


fectively throttling the opposition's voice. Secondly, the 
Peronistas, his political party, changed the election law to 
favor themselves. 


Beyond this, Peron completely intimidated and restricted 


the other parties by a variety of devices, not excluding im- 
prisonment. The leader of the Radical party, no democratic 
rose'himself, twice was jailed for showing "disrespect" to 
Peron. 
» 


The Argentine dictator used the pretext of the recent 


abortive military revolt to arrest many civilian political ene- 
mies and frighten many more. 


By all these measures Peron assured himself that the 


election-day results would be "right" without use of sordid 
tactics -'like ballot-box stuffing or fraudulent counting. He 
won by an agreeable margin—dot too flashy, but just the 
kind of majority a reasonably popular fellow might be ex- 
pected to pile up. 


So, theoretically at least, the Argentinians have Peron 


for another six years. But it would not be sensible to con- 
sider this an assured fact: For in truth Peron is in a very 
shaky position.

Temporarily, he has passed his test, not with the elec- 


torate, but with the army, the real power in Argentina. But 
the top military men could change their minds at any time. 


Peron has run Argentine economic affairs with often 


ignorant abandon. Consequently, the country now is in the 
grip of serious inflation. Many parts of the economy are 
out of kilter. Farmers are in rebellion against price con-

In the most 
realistic sense he is the creature of the army, aping the dic- 
tator's mannerisms but lacking real power. He could be 
^brought down at a stroke.

Follow Your Partner's Signals

"Please tell us the correct play 


in this situation," requests 'a 
Brooklyn reader. "Both sides need- 
ed 90 points for the initial meld, 
and the card turned up by the 
dealer was a four. I was first, 
and I drew from the stock and 
discarded another four. The next 
player drew from the stock and 
discarded a Jack. 


"Much to my Joy, my partner 


put down three aces and two 
jacks, which enabled her to take 
the discard pile. She now had 
three jacks and three aces on the 
table, and two fours among the 
cards in her hand. She discarded 
a queen, and the play continued. 


"Everybody discarded safely for 


that round of play, and my part- 
ner drew from the stock, melded 
three fours, and discarded. This 
left her with four cards in her 
hand. 


"The next player discarded safely 


to me, and I held the following 
cards: 


A 10-10-10 9-9 8-7-6-5-4-2. 
"What was my best play?" 
The answer depends slightly on 


bow good a player the partner 
happens to be. Your course is 
clear if your partner is a good 


player, but your guess is as good 
as mine if your partner is a be- 
ginner. 


A good player has a definite 


idea in mind when she melds the 
three fours at her second turn to 
play. She already has her initial 
meld on the table, and the three 
fours can hardly be considered an 
important meld. The only possible 
reason for the play is that she is 
ready to meld out if she can only 
get a base of four natural cards 
somewhere or other. At least 
three of her four remaining cards 
must be wild cards. 


Hence you must co-operate by 


providing the base. You must add 
the ace and the four to her melds, 
thus giving her two bases. Then, 
you should add your deuce to 
either of those two melds. This 
will give your partner the maxi- 
mum help. You should also meld 
your three tens to provide a park- 
ng space for any odd ten your 
partner may happen to hold. 


If your partner is a poor player, 


her play may have any meaning 
or none at all. It is still wise to 
add the ace and four to her melds, 
nit you should probably stop 
right there. Save your deuce and 
four three tens until you see how 
Jie play develops.

Standard footgear of the peasants along the 25-mile drive from

Improper Sanitation Has 
Danger of Typhoid Fever 


"There are reports.of several 


cases of typhoid fever in this com- 
munity. Is there any new treat- 
ment for this disease? If cistern 
water is contaminated, is there 
any way to purify it?" writes 
Mrs. T. P. 


It is interesting and disturbing 


to hear reports of typhoid fever in 
this day and age. Typhoid is a 
disease which formerly attacked 
and killed many people, but which 
has been largely conquered in the 
last forty years in those countries 
which have good sanitation. 


So far as treatment is concern- 


ed, there has been much improve- 
ment because some of the new 
antibiotic 'relatives of penicillin 
have proved quite effective. 


Mrs. P's letter Implies that the 


typhoid in her community is 
caused by contaminated cistern 
vvater. This water should not be 
drunk at all, or if necessary, it 
should be boiled. The important 
thing is to find out what is con- 
taminating the water, and prob- 
ably it will be necessary to dig a 
new well. 


Typhoid is caused by a germ 


commonly known as the typhoid 
bacillus. This germ is carried in 
water which has been contami- 
nated by improper disposal of sew- 
age. It is alao spread from an in- 
fected person to a healthy one by 
fingers, food, and flies. 


Conquest of the disease has been 


brought about not by better leth- 
ods of treatment but by striking 
at the source of the infection 
through improved sanitary meas- 
ures. Health officials are constant- 
ly on the alert to see that sewage 
is properly carried off and treated 
and cannot seep into the drinking 
water supply. Public drinking wa- 
ter is also examined often and 
treated with chlorine if then is 
any sign of pollution. 
VACCINATION HELPS 


While proper disposal of sew- 


age and cart of the water supply 


is responsible for most of the da- 
crease in this highly fatal and 
disabling disease, some cases hare 
been prevented by vaccination. 
Vaccination does not give com- 
plete protection, but It helps by 
increasing resistance. 


People who plan to travel to 


countries in which the sanitary 
conditions are not 
satisfactory 


should always receive the anti- 
typhoid vaccine. This should not, 
however, be considered an excuse 
for being careless about the use of 
drinking water or food.

June Pilgrim Tells Lee County 
Homemakers Proper Methods 
Of Selecting, Stuffing Turkey 


By JUNE PILGRIM 


Home Adviser 


Next week is Thanksgiving—just a hint to any of you that may 


be preparing a turkey that's been frozen in the locker or freezer. The 
refrigerator is the place to thaw any fowl. 


To thaw here, Just take off wrappings and cover loosely with 


waxed paper. A large whole bird will take about two days to thaw. If 
it's a small bird, half or quarter probably overnight thawing will be 
enough. 


You can hurry the thawing process by placing the bird under cold 


running water. This still takes several hours for a large bird. Make 
very sure that it's cold running water. 


If you buy an unfrozen drawn 


turkey, you can keep it one or 
two days at refrigerator temper- 
atures. Store turkey in loosely 
wrapped waxed paper. 


Bow Much Turkey? 


It's best to Judge the size of 


a bird by the number of servings 
you will want. A general guide 
to use is to have one-half pound 
of ready-to-cook turkey per serv- 
ing. In general an eight to 10 
Ib. 
ready-to-cook 
turkey 
will 


serve 16-20, 10-14 Ibs. makes 20- 
28 servings, 14-18 Ibs. 28-36 serv- 
ings, etc. 


Roasting the Turkey 


This method will also apply to 


several other types of fowl. 


Correct roasting is slow cook- 


ing on a rack in an open pan. No 
water, no basting and no cover 
is needed. Low temperature as- 
sures fine flavor, appearance and 
less loss of Juice. 


Be sure to use a shallow pan, 


it allows heat to circulate all 
around the bird, and thus roasts 
evenly. A rack % inch high raises 
the bird off the bottom keeping 
it out of the juices. 


Follow these steps: 
1. Rub cavity, inside with salt, 
teasp. per Ib. of bird. 
2. Put enough stuffing in neck 


to fill it out nicely and fasten 
neck skin to back with skewer. 


3. Stuff cavity well but do not 


pack tightly. 


4. Truss bird and grease skin 


thoroughly with melted or soften- 
ed cooking fat 


5. Place on rack in shallow pan, 


breast down. 


6. Cover top and sides of bird 


with fat-moistened cloth—prefer- 
ably clean white cheese cloth. 


7. Place in correct temperature 


oven—remoisten cloth if it seems 
to dry out during cooking. Re- 
moisten with fat from bottom of 
pan. Correct temperatures are: 


8-10 Ib. birds, 325 degrees about 


3% hours. 


10-14 Ib. birds, 325 degrees about 


four hours.. 


14-18 Ib. birds, 300 degrees, 


four and a half hours. 


18-20 Ib. birds, 300 degrees, five 


hours. 


8 Turn bird, breast up when 


about % done if breast skin needs 
more browning—also,cut trussing 
string between drumsticks and

tail after about one hour of roast- 
ing. 


When Turkey Is Won* 


A test for doneness is made by 


pressing the fleshy part of drum- 
stick-protact fingers with cloth 
or paper. It is done if the meat 
feels soft 
You can also move 


tht drumstick up and down. If 
the leg joint gives readily or 
breaks, the fowl is done. 


When a meat thermometer is 


used it should register 180 de- 
grees if placed in the center of 
the stuffing. 
It should register 


190 degrees when it is placed in 
the center of the 
inside thigh 


muscle. 


Roast Quarter Turkey 


Turkey quarters and turkey 


halves are likely to find their 
way to many Thanksgiving din- 
ner tables this year with so many 
huge turkeys on the 
market. 


These turkey parts are no more 
difficult to roast than is a whole 
turkey, and they may be easier 
to carve. 


Here are the suggestions for 


roasting a quarter turkey: 


First, rinse, dry and salt inside 


the cavity of the turkey. 


About two to four cups of stuf- 


fing wil be needed. Pack the cav- 
ity loosely. To hold the stuffing 
in place, cut heavy paper the 
shape of the cavity and % inch 
larger. Tuck the paper edge un- 
der the skin. 


Then lace across the 
paper 


with heavy cord and a 
large, 


sharp needle. Catch the skin with 
each stitch. This helps to pull 
the skin over most of the meat 
and bone. 


If the turkey part is a front 


quarter, sew or skewer the wing 
tightly to the body. It will re- 
quire sewing, however, to fasten 
the drumstick of a rear quarter 
to the tail. 
' 


The quarter should be roasted 


skin side up. Place it on a rack 
in an open roasting pan. Brush 
the skin with fat or cover with 
cloth dipped in melted fat Roast 
325 degrees F. 


Roasting time depends on the 


size of the quarter and the part 
of the bird from which it is taken. 
It will vary from about 40 to 60 
minutes a pound. Generally speak- 
ing, smaller roasts require more 
minutes per pound, and a rear

Best bread for making stuffing 


toi the holiday bird is not fresh 
but a few days old. Large fluffy 
crumbs makeJight, delicious stuf- 
fing. 
Prepare them by pulling 


tread apart with fork or Bngers. 
or by cutting bread into cubes 
with a sharp knife. When meas- 
uring the crumbs, don't pacs 
down. 
Keep them fluffy. 


To draw out and distribute the 


flavor of onion, celery and pars- 
ley through the crumbs in the 
stuffing, chop these 
seasoning 


vegetables and then cook in fat a 
few minutes before adding to 
crumbs and dry seasonings. For 
those who prefer a moist stuffing, 
I offer a word of caution: Go 
easy on adding brother or other li- 
quid A few tablespoons is enough 
because stuffing takes up juices 
and flavor from the turkey. Re- 
member to pile the stuffing in 
lightly because it swells in cook- 
ing. 


A one-pound loaf of white bread 


makes about two quarts of fluffy 
crumbs. To estimate the amount 
or bread needed, here is a table 
worked out by scientists: 
21 to 25 pounds ready-to-cook 
weight of whole turkey, 6 to 7 
quarts large fluffy breadcrumbs. 


16 to 20 pounds—4 to 5 quarts. 
12 to 15 pounds—3 to 4 quarts. 
8 to 11 pounds—2 to 3 quarts. 
5 to 11 pounds—1% to 2-quarts 
In the following recipe for sav- 


ory stuffing, multiply quantities 
according to the table above to 
have the right amount of stuffing 
for the size of the bird: 


Ingredients: 1 quart 
bread- 


crumbs; *& cup fat; % cup chop- 
ped celery; 3 tbsp. chopped pars- 
ley; 2 tablespoons chopped onion; 


%to % teaspoon salt; pepper to 
taste. 


To Make: Melt fat in frying 


pan, add celery, parsley and on- 
ion and cook a few minutes. Add 
to crumbs with the seasonings. 
Mix lightly but thoroughly. Add 
% cup of chopped nuts if desired

It has often been said that Dixon 


has one of the most beautiful high 
schools in this section of the coun- 
try. 
Without doubt, it has, at 


one time or another, been viewed 
by every resident of the city. But 
is it generally known what the 
grounds looked like before con- 
struction on the school began? Do 
you know how it was constructed? 
And do you know of any of the 
troubles Dixon high school has had 
during its 22 years of serving 
teenagers of this community? 


In a series of articles, of which 


this is the first, we shall endeavor 
to present a word-picture of the 
beginning and progress of Dixon 
high school. 


Ugly, disgraceful, and a demerit 


to the city of Dixon, constitutes 
about the only description that 
adequately could describe the site 
of Dixon high school before the 
building was constructed. 


The grounds upon which the 


building now stands, and which 
was familiarly known as "the old 
fairgrounds," was at one time al- 
most a marshland, snake-infested, 
and inhabited by "squatters." It 
added nothing to the civic pride 
of our city. 
*i 


Long before our time this terrain 


had been a place of fun and frolic 
—a fairgrounds. Later, it was an 
abandoned and neglected place on 
which to throw refuse. Half of 
an old race track was about the 
only thing left to remind people 
of the gay times they once had 
there. 


A few "squatters" had their 


homes on this evacuated land near 
the Rock river. At one time it 
apparently served no other purpose 
than to-furnish a living place for 
these "squatters." No bridge was 
available from the grounds for a 
quick walk to the busmen dis- 
trict 


In 1927, in an election held 'for 


the purpose of selecting' a site for 
a new high school, the voters 
elected to build upon theee prem- 
ises. Several other sites were con- 
sidered, some of which wen lo- 
cated on the south side of the river. 
With the passage of time,, the 
present site proved to be an ideal 
one, since ite central location has 
made it conveniently accesible to 
all students and faculty members. 
In most cities the size of Dixon 
high schools are erected at the 
outskirts of the towns. 


Many bids were submitted by 


various contracting firms prior to 
construction of the building. The 
following bids were offered: 


General contract—Schafer & Ol- 


son, $359,323.19; heating and ven- 
tilating—Klein & Heckman, $49,-" 
910; 
plumbing and sewering— 


Klein & Heckman, $24,304.32; elec- 
tric wiring contract — Carstens 
Bros., 114,859.20; finishing hard- 
ware—Carl J. Wesner, $3,118; lino- 
leum floors—Car-Pet-Line Stores, 
18,924.25. 


Equipment for the building cost 


$55,000, and the cost of the site, 
with sundry other items, brought 
the total construction cost to about 
$700,000. 


It is estimated that it would re- 


quire approximately two million 
dollars to duplicate the present 
Dixon high school building today.

The child who is successful as 


an individual, the child who feels 
security in his mastery of assign- 
ments, who is daily using his pow- 
er to the fullest extent and who 
is free from the frustration that 
failure occasions is also the child 
who is ready to meet his socialg 
responsibilities with confidence,' 
initiative, good will, and consid- 
eration for hie fellows. We hope 
to obtain these results through 
our individualized arithmetic pro- 
gram which is conducted in our 
school from the third through the 
eighth grade. 


Procedure Given 


The procedure for such a pro- 


gram is as follows: The pupil sits 
in the desk assigned for arithme- 
tic. After receiving an envelope 
containing materials he scans his 
"work record card" for the as- 
signment of his new work which 
has been explained 
previously. 


There is also a column on his 
card which contains review as- 
signments in case he completes 
his new work. 


Each child arranges his test 


paper in the following order, seat 
number (address), in center 3-5; 
code number A10; numbers for 
examples or problems on the left 
band side. 
He promptly places 


completed test papers-in the mail 
box which is the upper right hand 
corner of his desk. From there 
the paper is picked up by the row 
messenger and delivered to the 
checker of that row. 


Starts Second Unit 


While the paper is being cor- 


rected the child begins his second 
unit 
If the previous paper is 


perfect it is returned to the pupil 
by the messenger with the check- 
er's signature in red. If previous 
paper is not perfect it is returned 
to the mail box with the checker's 
signature in black. If pupil finds 
tis own mistake he solves the 
problem again at the bottom of the 
paper and places it again in the 
mail box.

NEW YORK, (AP)—A Western 


Union vice president has been 
arrested here on a Michigan fugi- 
tive warrant charging conspiracy 


to violate gambling laws by know- 
ingly allowing a horse race wire. 


The warrant alleges, that the 


executive, Samuel Barr, 50, and 
some other officials of the tele- 
graph firm "did unlawfully and 
wickedly agree, combine, conspire 
and confederate" to violate Michi- 
gan betting laws. The warrants 
also cites four alleged gamblers. 
Assistant Attorney General Eu- 
gene F. Towusend of Michigan 
says Barr knew Westrn Union 


equipment was being used to 
transmit horse racing information 
although he never had been in 
Michigan. 


Barr surrendered yesterday in 


answer to the warrant. He was re- 
leased in the custody of his at- 
torney for a hearing Dec. 7.
